Mr. Mumby declares for that “better 
understanding between. the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples which is the chief 
hope for the future peace of the world '— 
so that he, too, is on the side of the angels. 
The general reader will do well to remem- 
ber, however, before he opens this book, 
that the interests of the English people 
were, undoubtedly, bound up with the old 
Colonial commercial policy, and that the 
Seven Years’ War left them dangerously 
imperialistic in feeling. The British 
merchants may not have relished the 
American non-importation agreements ; 
but, once the war had broken out, both 
Gibbon and Burke tell. us that it was 
popular, and it was only when it reached 
& stage of absolute hopelessness that the 
inevitable reaction followed. 

Mr. Mumby carries us into the heart of 
the whole business, and his method is to 
let all the chief actors speak for them- 
selves. We have extfacts from the corre- 
spondence of George III. and from the 
Washington “ Writings,’’ from the Gren- 
ville Papers and from the letters of Burke, 
and, for a running commentary upon the 
whole, the delightful letters of Horace 
Walpole and Lord Chesterfield. The minor 
characters also come into the picture from 
time to time. We have a letter, for 
instance, from Princess Charlotte to 
Frederick the Great, and another from 
gp ó Washington to his wife, written 
on the eve of his appointment as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Colonial. troops, in 
which he remarks: “I shal] feel no pain 
from the toil or danger of the campaign. 
My unhappiness will flow from the un- 
easiness Í know you will feel from being 
left alone.”’ 

The student of social conditions will 
find plenty to interest him in the con- 
temporary accounts of the Wilkes riots, 
which throw a good deal of light upon the 
revolutionary forces surging below the 
surface in eighteenth century London. 
Many people in England, and not the 
worst either, were at the time on the side 
of the Colonists, and some had the gift 
of prophecy. “Lord Chatham talked of 
conquering America in Germany.” wrote 
Walpole to Horace Mann on February 
2nd, 1774; “I believe England will he 
conquered some day or other in New Eng- 
land or Bengal.”’ 

A word may be added as to the method 
of writing history from contemporary 
documents. It is not so easy as it looks. 
Appropriate extracts have to be found, and 
all parts woven into a consistent whole. 
The historian must be something of an 
artist if he can by this method provide the 
atmosphere of the past. Mr. Mumby has 
succeeded in his task, and it was a happy 
thought to include so many contemporary 
portraits. The reader will find himself 
making constant reference to these.

PRIMITIVE NEW GUINEA, 

Mr. Holmes, author of this most pains- 
taking work, has been a missionary for 
over thirty years among the Papuans. 
There are still two well-defined races on 
the island—the people of the Ipi .group 
and the Namau tribes. The former were 
monogamous, and, éven thirty years ago, 
had a higher standard of morality than 
that prevailing, so the author says, in 
any European community to-day.  Poly- 

amy and. loose living characterised the 
"ó peoples. They openly practised 
cannibalism and brutish orgies. These 
disgusting features persisted up to thirty 
years ago:. indeed, Mr. Holmes, when a 
prisoner, was once a reluctant spectator 
at such a scene.. Both peoples regard 
marriage as an affair of bartering, and, in 
common with the natives in many parts of 
Africa, feel themselves at liberty to kill 
one of twin children. The Namau husband 
formerly slew his wife.as of right, and to- 
day may exchange her if he be so minded. 

The author has translated much of the 
New Testament into the vernacular and 

ives us interesting notes on the native 
Sialects. The Morea-vi people invariably 
say “h” for “s.” Namau is in some 
senses as highly developed as many a 
Western tongue, but the idealogue and a 
superfiuity of verbs distinguish the 
language. Several of the incantations and 
play songs used to-day are quite unin- 
telligible to the ple themselves. 
Periodically words die out while others 
creep back into use—a feature which has 
been commented on by certain students of 
the spoken Irish. The dialect which is 
used derives chiefly from the Malayan. 
Theré are. numerous illustrations in the 
volume. An eravo, or temple, from sixty 
to eighty feet high, made of trees and 
wooden matting, is shown—no small 
achievement for architects who use shells 
and fish-bones for want of sharp metals. 
We are given an account—difficult to 
follow—of the totem cult, with photo. 

raphs of the masks and bull-roarers used 
a devotees—the former to impress one 
with the dignity of the wearer, the latter 
as an adjunct to the religious ceremonial. 

Religion, such as it is, is described 
with an earnest effort to picture the native 
attitude towards the soul and the Deity. 
A conception of a primal essence in every- 
thing was part of the older cult. The 
notion of soul-projection prevailed here as 
in present-day oye Those of the 
totem-crocodile family were able to pass 
from place to place astride of these 
reptiles. A patrol officer, Mr. Herbert, 
informed the author—who firmly believes

As is common in works of American 
scholarship,, there are many pieces of 
elementary information, but little :imagi- 
native tion—as if the book were a 
laboured rehearsal of a lesson.

vision which gave French culture its 
character. 

Amerian education gives more attention 
to modern literature than is usual in 
Europe, and Miss Butler's. second volume 
tells her readers about French authors of 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, in- 
cluding living writers. Many readers 
would wélcome a good guide to modern 
French novelists and essayists: Un- 
happily, Miss Butler does not give us this. 
Here is her comment on a writer whose 
tales have a curious charm and indivi- 
duality: “ Victor Cherbuliez (1829-1899), a 
Genevan by birth, produced in Le Comte 
Kostia (other titles) read- 
able novels,full of ingenious incident and 
exciting sentimental situations in a cos- 
mopolitan setting.” This tells us nothing 
to distinguish Cherbuliez, or to impel us 
to read him, though in the same space it 
would be easy to suggest the strange, old- 
world romance of that writer s castles and 
Russian popes and fine, nervous people, 
and thus to give a taste of his world. So 
with all the book. The volumes might be 
useful to a lecturer, already familiar with 
French literature, who should use them as 
an adminicle for dates, titles and historical 
references. We suspect that they were 
compiled from a lecturer’s ° ¢lass-room 
notes.

THE STUDY OF THE SEA. 

All the pomps of man, his secular 
strivings, his civilisations, arts, languages 
and earthly hopes, are built on a perilous 
and slight lifting of the earth’s frame- 
work over the vast, predominant ocean. 
The study of oceanography has been pro- 
secuted mainly by biologists, but it is of 
supreme importance to geologists and 
geographers. Professor Johnstone, of 
Liverpool University, in a highly technical 
volume, summarises the observations and 
conclusions of oceanographical science. 
Chapters on the sea-bottom deposits, the 
chemistry of sea-water, and on origins and 
contour make possible discussion of large 
and interesting questions regarding the 
movements of the earth’s crust and the 
history of the continents. The chapters 
on the tides and on oceanic circulation in- 
volve complex mathematical demonstra- 
tions, but have great practical import- 
ance.

RECENT FICTION. 

Mr. Ralph Straus’s latest novel is a book 
of real value. There is nothing exceptionally 
original in it, yet the whole book is wonder- 
fully fresh. The story is of a wealthy young 
man—the ruler by his position of his village, 
Dorsett of Queen’s Dorsett, in fact—who is 
mesmerised by a _ disreputable, mong 
scholarly, old gentleman into going off on an 
aimless journey. The adventures of Humphrey 
Dorsett and his chance friend, Mr. Appleby 
Magnus, make an excellent story, which is 
delightfully told. Mr. Straus has a good 
style and manages to enlist the reader's sym- 
pathy for his characters. This unseemly ad- 
venture is not. as a matter of fact, so terribly 
unseemly. Humphrey’s ideas were 'tHose of 
an elderly maiden lady of the mid-Victorian 
period before Me Magnus startled him out of 
himself. Although the story is of Humphrey’s 
finding his feet, it is Magnus who makes the 
book. He is a genuinely attractive character, 
with his drunkenness, he epigrams and his 
philosophy. Nobody who spends an evening 
with this book will have wasted his time.

**Conquistador’’ consists of four short 
stories of widely differing types, but with one 
feature common to all, Every one of the 
stories ends with a broken romance—a 
marriage that for some reason could not take 
place. The first story, ' Conquistador,” tells 
of a Mexican Aacendado of semi-American 
birth, who returns to the girl whom he loved 
in his college days. Although his love is 
reciprocated, an oath sworn at the death- 
bed of his uncle intervenes between the 
pair. The last story, ' East of Eden,’’ has a 
startling climax and is in some respects the 
best of the four. The stories develop leisurely, 
and the reader is kept in a state of interested 
uncertainty. Often the unexpected occurs, as 
is so desirable in fiction. The descriptive pas- 
sages are excellent, and the plots raise some 
intricate problems which will furnish food for 
thought and bases for controversy. Taken as 
a whole, the book is well up to the standard 
of the same author’s successful novels, ‘* Vain 
Oblations ” and *‘ The Great Tradition.”

Mr. Gilbert Fraukau writes with refreshing 
vigour, stamping persons and places with a 
vividness which is almost unforgettable. He 
scours the vocabularies of his mind for the 
mot juste; yet, though his style is one which 
may be parodied and should not be imitated, 
it is very attractive. Mr. Fraukau’s psycho- 
logical powers are admirable. Few novelists 
can study both men and women with equal 
skill; but, while one is impressed with Mr. 
Fraukau’s insight into character as illustrated 
in his diagnosis of Cranston, one is even 
more impressed with his delicate treatment of 
the almost unconscious workings of the mind 
of Cranston’s wife. The domestic orisés in 
the Cranston house are also cleverly drawn. 
Mr, Fraukau avoids histrionics.. His quarrels 
are taken from life—those quarrels which are 
only half fought, in which the things that 
we might have said come to our a ta too 
late and the things we say are only half- 
expressed. Last, but not least, after all the 
well.merited scorn which has. been heaped on 
the strong, silent man of fiction, Mr. Fraukau 
has created a genuine cave man of the 
twentieth century.

The reluctance of most readers to choose a 
book of short stories in place of a novel 
should not hold when every tale is by 4 
different writer, a master of his craft. We 
doubt if a more enjoyable book of fiction has 
appeared this winter than the collection of 
twenty-six talés before us. At the same time 
the book reminds us that this is not the age 
of brilliant originality in the short story ; for, 
though every tale is well told, we miss the

The Dockers’. Strike. 


There is many a slip 'twixt the dock 
and the ship. The people of these islands 
learnt yesterday morning with much relief 
that the strike of British dockers. had been 
settled, subject to the strikers’ endorse- 
ment of their leaders’ arrangements— 
which everybody took for granted. This 
morning the news is far less cheerful. 
On Wednesday, as a result, direct or in- 
direct, of the Government's Court of 
Inquiry, negotiations were resumed between 
the employers and the dockers’ represen- 
tatives. They were continued through the 
night, and shortly before two o'clock yes- 
terday morning a proyisional settlement 
was reached. Its terms, which became 
known later in the day, are very favour- 
able to the dockers. If the provisional 
agreement is ratified, they will receive the 
whole of their financial demand—an addi- 
tional shilling immediately and the other 
shilling in the first week of June. Now, 
however, ratification has become a matter 
of rather serious doubt. The dockers at 
some of the principal ports resent any 
delay in the payment of the second 
shilling; and the national conference of 
delegates, having failed to reach a decision 
yesterday, has adjourned until this morn- 
ing. It is understood that the ports 
of London, Hull and Southampton are 
willing to accept the provisional agree- 
ment; that Newcastle, Glasgow, Liverpool 
and Manchester are opposed to it, and 
that the attitude of Bristol and the ports 
of South Wales remains uncertain. The 
country will await the result with much 


The rejection of the agreement would 
be a national misfortune and, as we think, 
an act of the utmost folly on the dockers’ 
part. It would be a national misfortune | 
because it would mean not, only the con- 
tinuance of a devastating dislocation of 
trade, but a further weakening of the 
existing machinery for .the settlement of 
industrial disputes. If the dockers now 
repudiate their accredited spokesmen, with 
what hope will any body of employers enter 
into future negotiations with any organisa- 
tions of labour? The virtual concession of 
their whole financial demand is only a 
part—and, perhaps, not the most im- 
portant part—of the dockers’ gain. They 
have obtained from the employers a definite 
and sincere promise of an inquiry into. the 
conditions which hitherto have made dock 
labour the most precarious of all trades. 
If the provisional agreement is ratified by 
the men’s conference to-day, the good- 
will of the shippers and port authorities 
and the dockers’ own hardly-won ex- 
perience will combine to attack the problem 
of spasmodic and irregular employment. 
This problem has become increasingly 
urgent since the war. It is urgent to-day 
in Dublin, .where the British efforts to 
solve it—if they are allowed to take shape 
—will be followed with eager and sympa- 
thetic interest. The dockers of Liverpool 
and Glasgow will be almost incredibly 
stupid if they reject the prospect of per-

The Minister for Finance was on his 
defence in Dail Hireann yesterday when he 
proposed to reduce ofd age pensions in the 
Free State by one shilling a week. We 
have the greatest sympathy with Mr. 
Blythe. When he announced that, in 
order to reduce the national expenditure, 
he was about to impose “cuts” on the 
salaries of the national teachers and on 
olu age pensions he became automatically 
one of the most unpopular men in the 
country; but it “was obvious that 
economies must be made ‘somewhere. 
Last year’s Budget was ridiculous. No 
country of the Free States limited 
resources could continue to support such 
heavy expenditure on such a restricted 
income, and, as Mr. Blythe said yester- 
day, taxes cannot possibly be raised. 
Already the Free State compares un- 
favourably with Northern Ireland in 
regard to taxation. Indeed, taxes ought 
to be reduced at the first opportunity, 
and the proposed ‘“‘cuts” in expendi- 
ture ought, if possible, to be extended 
to other services. Mr, ‘Blythe ex- 
plained that, apart from all other con- 
siderations, the recent, fall in the cost of 
living justified a “cut” in old age 
pensions. The present index figure is 180 
as compared with 1914, when the pensions 
were five shillings a week. We welcome 
the Minister's announcement that the 
Government is considering ways and 
means of reducing the cost of living. 
There is no doubt that “ profiteering”’ 
is rampant in the Free State, and 
a measure to deal with. the activities 
of the unscrupulous traders who batten 
on the privations of the poor would be 
universally popular. In the meanwhile, 
however, Mr. Blythe must persist in his 
project. By his ten per cent. reduction in 
the pensions he will save at least £250,000, 
and by closer inquiry into the means 
of pensioners a further saving of an 
equal amount can be made. This 
matter deserves special attention. Every- 
body who knows anything about the 
country districts of the Free State knows 
perfectly well that there’ are thousands 
of men and women throughout the twenty- 
six counties who are in receipt of old age 
pensions and have no right to them. 
Some have made over property to their 
children in order to be able to plead 
poverty. Others are far below the 
statutory age. The withdrawal of pensions 
from these. people might enable the 
Government to deal more lightly with 
some of the admittedly deserving cases. 
Many old men and women are dependent 
altogether on their weekly pensions, and 
to them a reduction of ‘one shilling 
is a serious affair, “By the exercise of 
wise discrimination the Treasury officials 
can avoid much suffering and not a little 
injustice, and the greatest care ought to 
be taken in the enforcement of the pro- 
posed “cut.” With improved conditions 
the pensioners’ nine ghillings will be worth 
more than their ten shillings a few years 
ago; but the transition period will be 
difficult, and we are sure that Mr. Blythe 
is anxious to cause the minimum amount 
of hardship in the achievement of his 
sorely-needed economies.

The Royal Air Force. 


The recent debate in the Imperial 
Parliament has concentrated public atten- 
tion on the question of air defence; for 
the revelation of Britain’s disparity in 
aerial resources has caused grave alarm. 
The Aeronautical Correspondent of The 
Times. gives an analysis of the ‘position. 
Seven and one-third squadrons, or eighty 
aeroplanes, are allocated to home defence 
out of a total of thirty-nine squadrons in 
the Royal Air Force, excluding training, 
experimenta] and specialised centres. The 
Correspondent points out that the reserve 


of personnel and equipment is insufficient 
to maintain more than fifty per cent. of 
thes» eighty machines in the air for any 
length of time. Under existing conditions 
forty aeroplanes clearly are inadequate to 
cope with a-serious crisis, Unless the 
programme is accelerated the additional 
thirty-four squadrons, authorised in June 
last, will not be ready before 1928 or 1929. 
Fvea then Britain’s strength, compared 
with that of her nearest neighbour, will 
not be formidable. The late war showed 
that the Air Forcs was the most elastic 
of the combatant services. At the outset 
it was Britain’s weakest arm, but she 
doveloped it until it was her strongest. 
Nevertheless, the traditional policy of 
“muddling through” is inconsistent with 
security. It is a favourable factor in. the 
situation that for some years Britain will 
have a reserve of trained airmen whose 
achievements find “no parallel in the 
history of war, Aeroplanes share with 
submarines, in a modified degree, the 
characteristic’ that they do not fight 
against their own kind. The possession 
of a large fleet of aeroplanes is no certain 
guarantee against direct aerial attack. 
Before or during the next war other 
means of defence probably will be found, 
including electrical rays across the, routes 
of approach, . Experiments in this direc- 
tion have been hopeful, although they are 
still in the initial stage.

DEATH OF SIR HENRY LUCY. 


Sir. Henry Lucy (“ Toby, M.P.’’) died on 
Wednesday night at his residence, White- 
thorn, Hythe. Sir Henry had been ill for

his seventy-ninth year. 

Sir Henry for some time had taken no part 
in public life. He will be remembered as the 
writer for some 35 years of Punch’s “ Essence 
of Parliament, extracted from the Diary cf 
Toby, M.P.” It was something entirely new 
in journalism. Lucy’s style—crisp and dry— 
was his own creation. He had a gift for 
witty phrases and —— observations, 
which made his weekly article one of the 
best read features in the world’s journalism.

Carter and the Antiquities Service last year, 
during the lifetime of the late Lord Carnar- 
von, but were al] smoothed over, thanks to 
the good sense and courtesy of the regretted 
late Lord Carnarvon. On the death of the 
latter, the Antiquities Service requested the 
Egyptian Government to. authorise Lady 
Carnarvon to complete the work in the tomb, 
thus welcoming the widow's very natural de- 
sire, and assuring the continuity of the 
scientific Seasandh: It was in these condi- 
tions, and for these reasons, that the new 
authorisation in Lady Carnarvon’s name was 
= gaa for the year ending November 1, 

‘Simultaneously with the resumption of 
the work, in October ‘of last year, new diffi- 
culties were raised. Generally the Govern- 
ment’s control, even in the mildest form, 
with the utmost courtesy, and within the 
limits prescribed by the permit, appeared to 
Mr. Carter to be an annoyance, in which he 
pretended to find an obstacle to the work. It 
was thus that the right of the publication of 
the scientific results, and the right of owner- 
ship of the objects found—defined as regards 
the first by usage, and as regards the second 
by the terms of the permit—were the sub- 
ject of altogether unforeseen discussions, 

‘* Recently, on the occasion of. the opening 
of the sarcophagus, it appeared necessary to 
fix the exact programme, Mr. Carter came 
to discuss it with the Minister of Public 
Works, and signed an agreement in which 
it was stipulated, among other <hings, that 
all visits should be suspended until (a date 
not specified), and resumed on a date, and in 
an order, to be settled later. This agree- 
ment was published in a communiqué to the 
Press. Flagrantly.contravening this agree- 
ment, of which every—and the slightest—de- 
tail had been madh discussed, Mr. Carter 
expressed the intention of allowing visits to 
the tomb, otherwise than as laid down in the 
agreement. The Minister, to his regret, had 
to hold Mr. Carter to the agreement. Mr. 
Carter took as an insult this postponement of 
the visits, unforeseen by the programme, and 

sted in a Luxor hotel a protest couched in 
inadmissible language, closed the tomb, and 
declared that the work would not be re- 
sumed. 

‘*Despite such attitude of Mr. Carter, the 
Ministry, with the view solely to the interests 
of Science, summoned Mr. Carter to carry 
out the programme and resume the work 
without delay. Mr. Carter’s only reply was 
a demand for apologies for interference, and, 
before the expiry of the time-limit given 
him, he began legal proceedings « -ainst the 
Government. On its side, the Mimistry 
annulled the permit directly the time-limit 
expired. The responsibility for the situation 
thus created rests exclusively on Mr. Carter.”’

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THE DOCK SETTLEMENT.

I was able to mention last night that 
there were considerable hopes that a 
settlement would shortly be reached in 
the dockers’ strike, but it was not until 
the very early hours of this morning tha; 
masters and men came to terms which 
may be accepted. The dispute was settle: 
in such a manner that it is evident that it 
ought not to have been allowed to take 

lace. The parting was made on Friday 

st over the offer of the employers to 
grant one shilling now and another 
shilling afterwards, subject to inquiry. 
' The terms now accepted are a shilling at 
once and another gage | in June. The 
situation, however, is still rather compli- 
cated, because some of the Northern ports 
insist on immediate payment of the second 
shilling. 

The railway dispute is almost forgotten. 
the dockers’ salle is im a fair way to 
settlement, and now follows the turn o! 
the ‘miners. It may not be general; 
realised that we are within eight weeks of 
the danger period, and, quite possibly, of 
one of the greatest strikes that the in- 
dustry has known. The miners made 
their decision some weeks ago on the 
wages agreement, and it is quite time that 
proceedings were started to arrange for a 
new one. Yet day after day passes an! 
nothing is done. The last coal strike was 
sufficiently disastrous, and that should 
warn those responsible that there is no 
time to lose. 


Air Defence. 


The Air policy of the Government con- 
tinues to cause disquiet on the Opposition 
side of the House of Commons, and the 
Conservatives are not disposed to await a 
further debate there, but have made 
arrangements for a discussion in the 
House of Lords where the Secretary for 
Air himself can reply to criticism. The 
motion is in the name of Lord London- 
derry, who was Air Minister for some 
time, and it affirms the principle laid 
down by the late Government and acceyted 
by the Imperial Conference that Great 
Britain must maintain a home defence 
force of sufficient strength to give 
adequate pretection agains* the air attack 
by the. strongest air force within striking 
distance of her shores. 


Mr. Charchill. 


Interesting rumours regarding Mr. 
Churchill are circulating, and it seems not 
beyond the bounds of possibility that he 
may return to the Conservative fold, which 
he left in 1906. He has just arrived in 
London, and has been receiving a number 
of his friends from both sides of the 
House of Commons, who are anxious to 
see him in Parliament again. Oppor- 
tunity, however, does not seem favourable 
just. now for him return to Westminster, 
and so he intends to use his leisure for a 
platform campaign against the Govern- 
ment. His first speech will be delivered 
at the Aldwych Club, and his utterances 
there probably will reveal his attitude 
towards the Liberal Party. 


Capital Panishment. 


Mr. . Arthur Henderson, the Home 
Secretary, has promised after he has been 
elected or defeated at Burnley to receive 
a deputation advocating the abolition of 
capital punishment. The deputation will 
consist of a number of members of the 
various societies taking an interest in 
this matter and several of the women 
members of Parliament. It is to be intro- 
duced by Major Christopher Lowther, who 
when a member of the late Parliament 
introduced a Bill to abolish capital 
punishment. It is ramoured that Mr. 


| Henderson is sympathetic on this subject, 


while the Under-Secretary already has 
said in public that he is in favour of 
abolition. 


“Toby, M.P.”’ 


The late Sir Henry Lucy retired from 
the Press Gallery of the House of 
Commons in 1916, when “Toby M.P.”’ 
ceased to exist in the pages of Punch, 
though in a slightly different form his 
weekly résumé of Parliamentary wit and 
humour was taken up by another pen. Sir 
Henry was a well-known figure in the 
House of Commons, and he was greatly 
respected by the members and his fellow- 
journalists. He made several notable 
donations to charities and associations con- 
nected with the Press, and must have 
given away many thousands of pounds. 


Viscount Gough. 


Viscount Gough had a bad fall yester- 
day while hunting in the Badminton 
district, and was severely bruised and 
shaken.

Some of the 
clubs formed when War Savings Certifi- 
cates were first issued were composed of 
members brought together by war-time 
conditions, and breken up when those on 
war work returned to their homes; but 
clubs which were formed in offices and 
workships have existed through the period 


‘| of industrial depression of the past few 


years, while new clubs continue to be 
formed. Since the price was raised to 
sixteen shiilincs there has been a slight 
falling off, but the certificates are such an 
excellent investment that many investors 
hold the mazrimum amount admissible 
(£500 worth), and. to the worker who 
makes his purchases singly or through a 
savings club the advantages are no less 
appreciable. 


Court Dress. 


A statement made to-day regarding dress 
regulations at the forthcoming Courts at 
Buckingham Palace probably will give 
great relief to women generally ; for many 
were fearing that, with the advent of a 
Socialist Government, the magnificence of 
the Courts might be eclipsed. The regula- 
tions are to be the same as last year, and 
trains, veils, feathers and fans, and. in 
fact, all the gorgeous paraphernalia sur- 
rounding beautiful women when they go 
to meet their Sovereign will be retained. 
There is every prospect that the Courts 
will be of unusual brilliance this year. 
owing to the presence of many importan! 
people from overseas, and it is well that 
they should be given of the best. The 
Courts probably will be attended by some 
ofthe Ministers and their ladies.

DUBLIN COMPENSATION 
AWARDS. —— 


To forty-four claimants for compensation 
under the Damage to Property Act, the Re- 
corder of Dublin yesterday awarded sums 
totalling more than £3,100.

R. and M. Hepworth for stock destroyed in 
Upper Sackville street; and £415 to Messrs. 
McBirney and Co., Ltd., for goods removed 
in lorries, under the authority of a Belfast 
Boycott Committee; and £410 te Mr. Jobn 
J. Mullally for the contents of his dental 
surgery at the Gresham Hotel. 

A claim by Mr, James Rooney, tobacconist, 
Suffolk street, in respect of an amount which 
he was compelled to make payab'e to armed 
men, being the amount of an account due to 
« Belfast firm, was disallowed. 


HIGH WAGES AND 
RATES. 


FARMERS’ BURDENS IN 
COUNTY CLARE. 


Rates are so Oppréssive and labourers’ wages 
so exorbitant in Co. Clare, stated Colonel 
U'Callaghan Westropp, that if he paid his 
rates he conld not pay his labourers, and if he 
paid the labourers he could not meet the 
rates. This, he declared in the course of his 
evidence at the inquiry into the administra- 
tion of the County Council, at Ennis yester- 
day. 

Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp spoke on his 
own behalf, as an extensive farmer and rate- 
payer, and also on behalf of the Co. lare 
armers’ Union. He said that he estimat.d 
he would lose £600 this year on the working 
of his farm, and he put his losses for the 
past three vears at £1,200. The outlook for 
the county was desperate. 

' While he did not charge the County Council 

with maledministration, he considered ‘hat 
that body was not raver enough to get 
the county out of sts difficulties, and he 
_ thought that it should make way for an in- 
<dependent salaried Commissioner. He said 
that the County Clare farmer's maximum 
capacity to pay would be represented by a 
stablised rate of 5s. in the £ for three years. 

Mr. James Vaughan, Tulla, said that he 
lost £900 on the working of his farm. The 
farmers were unable to pay the existing rate. 

Mr. Patrick Ryan said that the Farmcrs' 
Union did everything possible to help tte 
County Coaneil to collect the rate. e did 
not think that the military members of the 
Council were good civil administrators. 

Colonel Austin Brennan, cn behalf >of the 
County Council, gave evidence of the difii- 
culties confronting the Council during the 
Angio-Irish trouble, and how the Council had 
surmounted them. 

The inquiry will be continued to-day.

Painter.”’ 

His Lordship warned the jury against ac: 
opting the evidence of Daniel Brosnan, who, 
he said, was undoubtedly an accomplice. 
After an hour’s absence the jury returned 
to court with a verdict of ‘’ Guilty” in the 
ease of Leen and a verdict of ' Not guilty ’’ in 
the case of O'Shea, Leen was recommended to 
mercy, 

Asked by the Judge if he hed anything to 
say why sentence of death should not be 
passed on him, Leen replied that he merely 
wished to thank his counsel for the way in 
which he had pleaded his case.

he Seapoint Boat Club, in 1922, took the 
matter up and induced the Joint Drainage 
Board of Dun Laoghaire and Blackrock to 
spend a sum of money--some £400—in build- 
ing a wall from Salthill Park to seaward, in 
order to try to arrest the drifting filth and 
‘yvubbish. e Blackrock Ratepayers’ Associa- 
tion have. eavouted to get Dun haire 
‘Council to build a cross-wall which would 
completely ‘hem in the local dirt dump and 
prevent drift. 

The Dun Laoghaire Council is a progressive 
body and owns the foreshore up to Salthill 
Station, and when some of the drifted filth 
lodged on this Couneil’s territory capacious 
pits were dug and the ugly deposits were 
interred. Nothing has been done to hide the 
horrible accumulation of filth which Dun 
Laoghaire has provided for the Seapoint fore- 
shore in the territory of the Blackrock Urban 
District Council. Furthermore, the Blackrock 
Urban District Council has already supplied 
on its own account a huge dirt dump at the 
Brighton Vale end of the Seapoint foreshore. 
On the top oí this accumulation of nastiness 
the Council has placed a row of garden seats, 
quite convenient to the sewage overflow out- 
let which discharges upon and pollutes the 
only piece of bathing strand on this part of 
Dublin Bay. 

If the Blackrock ratepayers, about whose 
well-being “‘ H. L.”’ is so solicitous, are wise, 
they will now intervene sturdily in the project 
for amalgamating the coast townships and will 
not leave any authority in this important 
matter in the hands of the Blackrock Urban 
Council.

They had referred the matter 
of accommodation of ships to the Harbour 
Master, who readily agreed to provide all the 
@ccommodation that he could give. It was 
their intention to give every assistance in 
their power to make the Games a success. He 
moved that the Board do act on the sugges- 
tion of the Law Agent, and ‘that counsel’s 
ppinion be taken on the question as to whether 
4 was within the Board’s power to give

POLITICAL. NOTES. 
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TEMPORARY PARLIAMENT 
HOUSE. 
By Our PoLLTICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

There is yet further reason to anticipate 
that thé Oireachtas will remain at Leinster 
House, pending the provision of a permanent 
Parliament House. The Joint’ Committee has 
not vet come to a decision, but from all that 
can be learned their investigations have fined 
down to making arrangements with the Royal 
Dublin Society. 

The. following applications for leave to 
introduce’ private bills were deposited in 
the Private Bill Office on or before the 20th 
inst :—Eest Leinster Electricity Supply,. Irish 
Hydro and Peat Electric Power, Dublin Elec- 
tricity Supply, Sligo Lighting and Electric 
Power, Minchin Divorce Peard Divorce, 
Cuolahan Divorce. 

In ‘view of the misconception which appears 
to prevail, it should be stated that it 1s obh- 
gatory on the Examiner of Private Bills to 
accept’ all. applications. within the terms ol 
Standing Order No, 1 (Private Business), 
which: sets out that “ every bill promoted for 
the particular interest or benefit of any 
person, or that interferes with the private pro- 
nerty of any person, otherwise than in the 
interests of the public generally, and as a mea- 
sure of public policy, shall be treated as a 
private bill.” 

The acceptance of the applications does not 
necessarily imv'y that they can be proceeded 
with in the Oireachtas. . When a period of 
one month has elapsed the applicetions will be 
examined by the Examiner, who will report 
to both Houses, whether, in his opinion, the 
existing Standing Orders have been com- 
plied with: If the Standing Orders have 
heen complied with the applicants will then 
be in a position to have their bills proceeded 
with in the Oireachtas. The passing of a 
bill through any of its stages will depend, of 
course, on its support by a majority in each 
House of the Oireachtas. 

It should be pointed out that there is no 
Standing Order providing for hills for divorce, 
and the Joint Committee on Standing Orders 
have no power to dea] with procedure for such 
bills ‘unless so authorised by both Hovses.

INCOME TAX.

FIVE MONTHS’ RESIDENTS 
MUST PAY. 

The British Revenue authorities have 
decided to take action in the case of many 
persons who, by residing less than six moriths 
of the vear in England and spending the 
remainder of the time abroad, have evaded 
the collection of their income tax. Such 
persons appear to have believed that they 
were within the law which exempts from 
taxation persons who are not ordinarily resi- 
dent in Great Britain. 

An Inland Revenue official states that this 
method of evasion has become so common 
that hundreds of thousands of pounds have 
been lost io the Exchequer. There is, he told 
the ‘Daily Mail, a whole colony of these 
evaders in the South of France. “The resi- 
dential qualification of six months,” he said, 
“-applies only to people coming to this country 
from the Dominions or a foreign country, and 
then only means that any income they may 
derive from their country of origin is not 
taxable ‘here if they stay les than six 
months; every penny they earn here is 
taxable.” Men with £3,000 a vear, he ex- 
plained, could save nearly £700 by this 
method of evasion. 

Every bank in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland has been circularised and told that, 
whether a man lives abroad six and a half 
months in the vear or not, his income must 
he taxed. The banks will make the necessary 
deductions from such clients, and any who 
think that they have been wrongfully assessed 
can communicate with the Inland Revenue 
Department. *

HOSPITAL’S WORK.

Lord Glenavy presided at the annual meet- 
ing of the Governors of the Incorporated 
Orthopedic Hospital of Ireland, held yester- 
day evening at the institution in Upper Mer- 
rion street, Dublin. There was a large at- 
tendance. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick read the report for 1925, 
which stated that 1,534 children had been 
treated during the year, of whom 184 were in- 
patients and 1,140 dispensary patients. Cases 
of rickets predominated. 

The patients had the advantage of open-air 
treatment, and intern an 1 extern patients 
were treated by Miss Nicholson, who was

The close of the financial year showed a 
debt of £525. Miss Sweeny and her pupils 
raised £33 by a sale of work, and Madame 
Rock gave £10, part proceeds of a fancy dress 
dance in aid of children’s hospitals.

They could not be surprised that, despite 
very anxious economy, the Committee had 
heen unable to make ends meet, The hos- 
pital enjoyed no public endowments, had 
io large legacies, and had no large invested 
funds. He was sure that the hospital had 
only to be more widely known to be better 
appreciated. 

Mr: Joseph Mooney, seconding, said that 
there was no fear that the work of the hos- 
pital would cease, but the balance un the 
wrong side was increasing. No patients had 
ever been turned from the hospital's door, 
though they were often pinched for funas 
and for room.

Sir Thomas Esmonde, Bart.,. proposed that 
the best thanks of the Association be ac- 
corded to the Council of‘the Dublin Hospital 
Sunday. Fund and to the Dublin. Corporation 
for their grants, and to the ladies who 
organise county cot collections and the Linen 
Guild, and to the Press for its continued sup- 
port of the hospital. He said that it was 
not good to take a despondent view of things 
though he did not approve of overdrafts. 

Sir James Craig, T.D. (Chairman) 
seconded the “motion, and said that he 
congratulated the staff for the excellent work 
they had been doing in that hospital. ls 
was a most scientific and efficient staff. If 
proper attention were given to the protec- 
tion of child life in this country these diseases 
could be prevented. Mentally deficient chil- 
dren also required proper treatment and 
schooling. ' 

IMPORTANCE OF HOUSING. 

The question of the bringing up of chil- 
dren would have to be dealt with, not from 
the standpointeof economics, but from that of 
health. Wherever the money came ‘rom the 
State should charge itself with the proper 
housing of the people. If children’y.ere. pro- 
perly ied and housed, rickets would disap- 
pear. | 

Continuing, he said that fifty per cent. of 
the tuberculosis diseases in children. were of 
bovine origin. As to what parents called 
‘growing pains” in children, that was fre- 
quently rheumatic fever, which, from neglect, 
resulted in chronic heart disease in later life.
